Liberal Party Managers Secretly Delighted 
at the Action of the Government in Ire- 
land—The English Merchandise Marks 
Act—Dr. Phillip Cross Hanged at Cork 
for Wife-Murder—British Pilgrims Re- 
ceived by the Pope.

LONDON, January 10.—If the Government 
persist in their present policy of repression, it 
is evident they will have to increase the num- 
ber of prisons in Ireland. Already a large 
number of their most distinguished opponents 
are under lock and key. Not satisfied with this 
the Government now fly after much smaller 
game. Corcoran, who has been sentenced to 
two months for publishing reports of meetings 
of suppressed branches of the National 
League, is simply the overseer ofthe print- 
ing department, and knew  noth- 
ing whatever about the literary 
matter in his paper. When the crimes bill 
was before Parliament Mr. Balfour pledged 
his word that every person convicted under it 
should havethe right of appeal, but subse- 
quently he backed out, and said they could 
appeal under the ordinary law., In vain it was 
pointed out to him that no appeal would lie 
unless under a sentence of more than one 
month. This is why there are so many sen- 
tences in Ireland of one month only, or else 
cumulative. Many of the resident Magistrates 
are retired military officers of little knowledge 
of the law, and there would be a just suspicion 
that their decisions might be over- 
ruled by .a competent tribunal, 
even though the Judges as a 
body are prejudiced against the Nationalist 
cause. There was an instance of this the 
other day when the action which was taken by 
Healey was described by Magistrate Roche as 
frivolous, and held by Lord Chief-Justice 
Baron to be perfectly good. The party man- 
agers of the Liberal side are 

SECRETLY DELIGHTED

One of them said to me recently: ‘‘Iam glad 
to see they are taking plenty of rope; they 
must hang themselves sooner or later.

American manufacturers exporting goods 


chandise marks act, which recently became a 
law here. The English Oustom-houseé is 
showing great activity in stopping goods 
which bear the slightest appearance of being 
designed to imitate goods of English firms. 
At the ports of London, Hull and 
elsewhere enormous quantities of foreign 
goods have been seized recently under the 
act. Ostensibly the act is designated to pre- 
vent fraudulent imitations of English trade- 
marks, but the authorities, urged by English 
manufacturers, carry itout in suchaway as 
to hamper foreign manufacturers and thus 
give virtually a limited amount of pro- 
tection. As an instance of the 
injurious effect to foreigners I may 
mention thatan English firm ordered large 
numbers of bottles made for them in Ger- 
many, the makers to stamp the name of their 
customer on each bottle. These bottles were 
seized at the Custom-house on the ground that 
the German manufacturers had no right to 
stamp an English name on the goods. The 
English firm thereupon ordered a supply from 
an English glass- works. 


THE PAPAL, JUBILEE. 


Thousands of Pilgrims Visit the Pope at 
the Vatican.

ROME, January 10.—Sixty thousand pilgrims 
have come to Rome. Of these 35,000 Italians, 
5,000 French, 4,000 Germans, 2,000 Spaniards ,52 
cardinals and 560 bishops are now here. In 
the Vatican Exposition are 1,800 opened cases, 
500 not yet opened, 800 still at the railway sta - 
tion and 900 en route. Anew room is being 
bullt for the 90,000 bottles of wine presented.

' BIRDS OF Sr. LOUIS. 


The First Arrivals and When They May be 
Expected—Summer Sojourners, 


There is little bird life now in the parks of 
St. Louis, and in the woods outside of town 
nothing but snow birds and duck. Usually the 
first bird wave from the South begins the latter 
part of January, and this year will hardly be 
an exception. The immigration of birds 
always occurs in groups or Waves made up 


of the birds from one locality. They join, 
elect a leader, and start upon their journey. 
Scouts are sent ahead in spring when they 
are 1 North —adventurous fellows 
who try the land, and t it is not too cold, ro- 
main. A sudden return of wintry weather 
sends them flying back to the South, and the 
flight of the party is checked. The robin is 
the first bird to *＋ in an er in St. 
Louis, and should there be a days of warm 
weather at the end of this month a few daring 
robins are sure to be found in the parks. The 
longer such warm spell continues the higher 
the bird wave willrise, andshould February be 
a spring-like month the bluebird will oertainly 
put in an appearance. Few other birds appear 
until the spring is well defined and the migra- 
tion. of robins rarely reaches its height be- 
fore the last of March. The bluebirds are full- 
numbered by the end of the first week in 
April. The same month sees the blackbird 
and martens all here. The first thrasher is sel- 
dom seen before the last weekof March. The 
chippy does not play a prominent part in the 
intrigues of the groves until the middle of April. 
The.arrivals in this section are earlier than in 
the East and the species are different. When 
all the birds are here the ornis of St. Louis 
is as follows, the list being the summer so- 
journers prepared by Otto Widman, an orni- 
thologist of long observation: Oatbird , brown

Growth of the Lower End of the Lone Star 
State—Increased Trade and Importance, 
David M. Weeks of San Antonio, in conver- 

sation with a Post-DisPaTcH reporter, said: 

During the last year there. has been a great 

deal of talk about the development of North- 

ern Texas, which is all very true; but the 
wonderfal growth that has taken place in 

Southern Texas has been passed over 

comparatively unnoticed. Any one who 


knew the southern section of the State 
as it was five years ago, and should see it now, 
would scarcely r ize it as the same 
pate 8 as froma . 
can village, principally composed o 0 
houses, grown to be one of the best built cities 
of its size in the country. Its e extends 
far into Mexico, and has at least doubled in 
the last five years. Laredo, ashort time ago, 
Was a mere collection of mud houses. To-day 
it is a beautiful and growing town, and the 
real estate is worth several millions dollars. 
Houston has about doubled in tho last three 
years, while Austin, which seven years ago 
was cut off from railroad connections, and was 
only accessible by stage, has become one of 
the most thriving capital cities in the South 
and our State-house will be one of the finest 
in the country. Dozens of towns and villages 
have sprung up on the broad savan- 
nabs that cover the eater portion 
of Southern Texas, railroads cross it 
in every direction, and land that was sold for 
a few dollars an acre is now sold by the foot. 
The only city that has failed to keep pace with 
the general improvement is Galveston, the ex- 
teusion of the railroads having, in a at 
measure, deprived it of the comparative im- 
portance itenjoyed as the only considerable 
seaport in the State.

A FATAL ALTERCATION. 


James C. Talmage Shoets and Kills Tidd 


Wight at Brunswick, Mo.

A BUTCHER DISCHARGED. 


Close of the Investigation Into the Death of 
George Goodwin. 


Fred Reweler, the butcher who cut George 
Goodwin witha butcher knife, the night of

It was shown by the police and others 
that Reweler bore an excellent reputation, 
while that of Goodwin was very bad. He had 
the reputation of being athief and thug and 
was charged before with highway robbery. 
Judge Noonan said he did notthink it a case 
of self-defense, but considering the reputa- 
tion of the two men,the fact that Reweler 
had been struck by Goodwin and his watch 
taken from him,and that the weapon uséd 
was one he used fn his regular daily work and 
evidently not in his possession for criminal 
purposes, he considered the killing justifiable 
and would discharge Reweler. 


WHY THIS DELAY? 


The St. Louis Transfer Railway Answers 
the Mayor’s Question. 


The St. Louis Transfer Railway Company 
secured a franchise from the city June 11, 1884, 
to build a transfer railway along the river 
front, which was to be a competitor of 
the Wabash and of the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain & Southern Railroad 
for transfer business. The ordinance grant- 
ing the franchise provided that the road should 


be operation by August 18, 1887, but though 
some of the iron has been laid the road is not 
now and hasnot beenin operation.

A Tough Texas Citizen Shoots Two Officers 
at Sedalia, Mo. 

SEDALIA, Mo., January 10.—Police-Officer 

Joseph Gossage and his brother James, also a 

member of the force, were shot and danger- 


} ously wounded last night by John Johnson, a 


stranger, who said that he came from Texas. 
He was inflamed with liquor and bad been 
raising a disturbance in East Sedalia, flour- 
ishing a revolver around stores and saloons. 


When Officer Joseph Go 6 a 
he shot him in the face. Hie ee weet the 
— 1 on 1 street and received a 
buliet through the left lung. Both officers 
used their revolvers, but without effect. The 
Texan, after shooting James Gossage, took to 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas track and was 
captured at Beaman by officers who went 
ahead on a freight train. He was brought to 
the County Jail and identified as a former rail- 
road brakeman. 

Johnson was this morning uigned before 
Justice J. A. Halstead, and e ed with 
shooting and intent to kill Joeph A. Gossage. 
He wuived preliminary examination and was 
held under bond to appear for trial atthe 
April term of the Criminal Court. The case 
against him for shooting James 
Gossage was not called, County Attorney 
Lamm preferring to wait the result of his 
wound. Jos. Gossage’s is a flesh wound, and he 
suffers no inconvenience exceptavery sore 
face. The ball entered the skin just in front 
of the left ear, passing out behind and mak- 
ing a wound not more than two inches 
long. His brother, James Gossage, lies in 
the sleeping roem of Hose Compan 
No.2. The ball entered the breast and passed 
downward through the left lung and lodged in 
the muscles of the back. Gossage bled in- 
ternally some, but the bleeding was stopped 
this morning, and he is now resting quietly. 
Johnson has many aliases and well under- 
stands the machinery of the Criminal Court. 
He says he is a railroad man, has been 
working eleven years, and came to Sedalia 
yesterday from Texas. He formerly held 
a position on the Wabash from Moberly to 
Kansas City. He was taken before the wound- 
ed officer at the engine-housé this morning, 
who 2 identified him as the man who 
had done the shooting.

GAVE UP. 


The Del Campo Steamship Company Ceases 
to Operate. 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 10.—According to 
the published interviews with the agents of 
the Del Campo Steamship line, which was 
started three months ago in opposition 
to the Pacific Mail, the new company has de- 
cided to cease operations. The company 
has four steamships here, which have 
been ordered to be tied up until further 


orders. Itis claimed the reason for this is 
found in the fact that the Del Campo 
line was not afforded an facilities 
whatever by the Panama Railroad, and 
that the 6 per cent rebate granted by the 
Central American States on all duties on 
goods shipped by the Del Campo line was not 
made an exclusive grant to them, 
but that similar concession had been made 
to the Pacific Mail. For these reasons the 
Marquis Del Campo has given orders stopping 
all the steamers on their way to the 
Pacific, and ordering steamers here and at 
Panama to be laid upindefinitely. Freight 
rates, which had been lowered by reason of 
the competition of the new line, have not yet 
been advanced.

The tariff on the higher standard 
sugars protects our refiners and gives 
them a monopoly of the market for the 
kind of sugars consumed in this country. 
It is only by reducing the duty on raw 
sugars that the revenue derived there- 
from can be cut down one-half, and this 
would simply take from the Treasury 
$28,250,000 per annum and put it into the 
coffers of the new Sugar Trust that has 
been formed in anticipation of such a 
change. The Sugar Trust is already pre- 
pared to pocket that money, and the 
people would get no relief from such a 
reduction. 
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THE READING CONTEST. 

At one stage of the Reading strike the 
strikers managed to turn the whole tide 
of public opinion against themselves. 
People generally, inthe warmth of their 
condemnation of the unreasonable and 
wrongful position assumed by the striking 
miners, were momentarily forgetful of 
the Reading Railroad Company’s system- 
atic violation of law. 

The real foundation of the trouble is the 
fact that, by acquiring coal property and 
mining the coal it carries to market, the 
Reading Railroad Company’s entire bus- 
iness is a direct violation of the provisions 
of the Pennsylvania Constitution, which 
expressly forbid any incorporated com- 
‘‘pany doing the business of a common 
‘‘carrier to directly or indirectly prose- 
oute or engage in mining or manufact- 
‘‘uring articles for transportation over 
‘tits works,“ or to “directly or indirectly 
engage in any other business than that 
„of common carriers.” 

All this was forgotten or overlooked by 
Mayor Hxwrrr and others who rushed to 
the front with a magnified view of the 
dangers to be apprehended from the 
high-handed course taken by the Knights 
of Labor in ordering the Reading miners’ 
strike. But, true to its lawless bent, the 
Reading failed to retain the temporary 
advantage which mistakes of the strikers 
had given it. When other mining con- 
cerns that ship over the Reading road saw 
that they could afford to concede the 8 
per cent ddvance demanded for the 
striking miners, they were notified by 
the Reading Company that they would 
not be supplied with cars for the shipment 
of anv coul mined at the advanced price. 

This action shows that the com- 
pany is capable of actions as arbi- 
trary and lawless as any charged 
to the strikers, and that it exer- 
cises an illicit power far more dictatorial 
and dangerous than theirs in the way of 
stopping transportation and regulating 
the price of fuel by suppressing the sup- 
ply, regardless of the ruinous effect upon 
general business.

Now, it will do us Americans no harm to 
look at a certain tendency at the other end of 
society—among capitalists; a tendency which 
has made the organization of labor apparently 
necessary, and which is infinitely more dan- 
gerous than all the Knights that were ever 
born. Pooled capital and syndicate capital 
are a hornet’s sting where labor strikes are 
only a flea bite. 

If you want to see a real menace to our pros- 
perity look in that direction. Monopoly, 
grasping and relentiess, has thrown the gaunt- 
let down, and labor, thoroughly frightened, 
rushes to organization for self-protection. 
The massing of huge sums of money with an 
unnatural purpose—to corner and control 
products, fix an artificial price therefor and 
crush competition by fair means or foul until 
the syndicate is monarch of all it surveys, 
with every buyer at its feet—that is the start- 
ling fact to consider. Trusts are epidemic. 
There isthe lead, the tin, the match, the oil 
trust, and a hundred more of the same sort. 

The Knights may go all to pieces; that is 
their business. The fear they have—the fear 
of the tyranny of monopoly—is not confined 
tothem. Itis shared by a great many others. 

If the people of the United States could 
think of nothing elee for six months, and find 
some way to prevent the Injustice done tothe 
Republic by the devil of ‘‘syndicate’’ or 
„trust, or what not, there would be little 
need thereafter to worry over the organiza- 
tion of wage-earners. 


English and American Wages. 


From the Chicago Tribune. ' 

The report of the Massachusetts Board of 
Statistics and Labor for 1885 sums up an elab- 
orate comparison of the wages paid in En- 
gland and the United States, with the state- 
ment that the total average annual earnings 
of mechanics (a family%of five workers, in- 
cluding children) in Massachusetts amount to 
$803, and the “annual living expenses are $754, 
leaving a nominal saving of $9. In England 
the average earnings of such a family amount 
to $517, and the total expenses to $608, leaving 
a nominal saving of $9. The balance in favor 

the American family according to this pro- 
teotionist authority is $40, or $8 per annum to 
each worker as the benefit derived not only 
from protective tariff laws but from living in a 
new and rich country where production far 
exceeds the demands of population. 

Only $8 benefit for 312 days of labor. This 
isthe boasted advantage of the protective 
tariff to the American operative. Two and 
one-half cents a day isthe sum total of the 
protected benefit to American workingmen

This total of 
150,000,000 pounds is a little less than one-half 
of the exports, or about 80 per cent of the 
whole production.

Last Act in the Dramatic History of the 


Dispatch. 

Lorpon, January 10.—The last act in the 
dramatic history of the Bonapartes was per- 
formed yesterday when, with but little pomp 
and simple ceremonies, the remains of 
Napoleon III. and his only son and heir, the 
ill-fated Prince Imperial, were removed to their 
final resting place on Farnborough Hill from 
the little gray church at Chiselhurst, To this 
strange and eventful history there may yet be 
appended an epilogue should the Bouapartes 
come into what they claim as their own 
again, and Paris may make a holiday to see 
these two dead bodies placed in the great 
white crypt of the Invalides beside the founder 
of their family. But at present the realization 
of this conjecture is beyond the realm of prac- 
tical politics. The day’s proceedings, in fact, 
seemed to indicate that the political fortunes 
of the great Corsican family have reached the 
very lowest ebb compatible with existence. Of 
the many thousands who, less than a score of 
years ago, dined and danced in the gay Tuil- 
leries, two alone were present—Piétri and the 
Marquis de Bassano, son of a former Minister 
of the imperial household. Shortly after 8 
o’clock the fifteenth anniversary of the broken- 
hearted Emperor’s death, Mgr. Diddaro, the 
parish priest, read the low requiem mass for 
the repose of the soul that for twenty years had 
troubled the peace of Burope. Before the 
little altar, on which flickered a few candles 
resting upon rough wooden trestles and cov- 
ered with purple palis, were the oaken 
coffins which contained the imperial remains 
—perishable despite the embalmer’s art. By 


| the side of the birknell were four ruddy- 


faced nuns, who had trudged over from their 
convent at Bromley to pray for the eternal 
peace and repose of those who in lifetime 
had substantially enriched their foundation. 
In the body of the church were half a dozen 
village crones telling their beads and 
quavering out their pater nosters. Here 
and there were scattered groups of news- 
paper men scribbling on the backs of 
pews their early copy for the afternoon pa- 
pers. On the whole it was hardly a very 
solemn scene. In five minutes mass was said 
and done with and the Monsignor went to 
breakfast. The drizzling rain began to fall 
and the old people of the country side 
scratched their heads and suddenly recollected 
that the day was quite in keeping with the 
weather which prevailed at the first funeral in 
1878 and in 1879. In fact it was a regular Bona- 
parte day. 
AT ABOUT 10 o“ LOOK 

the Marquis de Bassano and M. Pietri arrived. 
They entered the church and silently covered 
the coffins with the beloved tricolor which 
had flaunted over so many foreign fields of 
battle only to be trailed in the dust of Sedan. 
Up through the muddy roads galloped a bat- 
tery of Royal Horse Artillery from Woolwich 
with two empty gun-carriages. Again some 
score of people entered the damp, gruesome 
little church followed by stalwart artillery 
men flashing in all the blue and gold finery of 
Her Majesty's uniform. After a silent prayer 
they grasped their burdens, and with slow and 
measured steps,.preceded by incense- bearing 
choristers, passed down the narrow aisle and 
out into the dreary church-yard. The coffins 
were soon made fast to the gun-varriages, and 
the march to the railway stetion began. The 
roads were now lined with curious country 
folk who sat on fence rails and under 
umbrellas of various hues and shapes, but 
all of antediluvian age, and wanted to 
know, very audibly, which box contained the 
‘fold man, and which the brave boy who died 
for old Engiand. A van full of flowers arrived 
just as the cortege started, and immediately 
M.Pietri and Mme. Bassano strewed the coffins 
with white roses and violets, which brought 
with them into the cold, sharp wintry atmos- 
phere some of the fragrance and softness of 
the Riviera, whence they had been sent. And 
unprotected in every way from the rain half a 
dozen mourners trudged on through the 
mud to the country, as bare and as bleak 
as the Sahara. In about half an hour 
the station of Chiselhurst was reached. The 
gun-carriages were halted, and once again the 
gunners lifted their burdens. At that moment 
a special train went shrieking through the 
little station, frightening the horse of the 
Captain in charge, which, shying violently 
to the left, came with its haunches against 
the coffin, which the men had just shouldered. 
Two old men fell heavily to the ground, and 
for a moment the coffins swayed in the 
air and some of the sweet-scented 
violets were spilled in the mud. 
But the remaining six gunners held staunchly 
to their burden, and so the horrible accident, 
the very thought of which had brought tears 
streaming down M. de Bassano’s cheek, was 
averted. Slowly and with measured tread the 
soldiers marched through the station towards 
a side-track on which was shunted an ordinary 
freight car numbered 182, and marked in chalk 
with the commercial legend: To carry thirty 
hundred weight, but which Dame Fortune 
had chosen to bear the Emperor and his heir 
to their only remaining resting place. In the

decked out with Omsaran purple. Black 
tapers burned before a crucifix, and the black 
canopy of the ear was shandied with the 
initial ‘‘N’’ in gold embroidery. Then the 
artillerists drew up in a line. The door of the 
steam hearse was closed and Mgr. Goddard 
was left alone with the great dead. Theroe- 
upon the funeral train started for Farn- 
borough, which was reached, via London, 
in about an hour. Here at the station the 
same scene was again enacted. A battery of

B., the Queen's Equerry and the 
former companion of the Crown 
Prince, who represented Her Majesty 
at the obsequies.

Arrival of the Corean Embassy at the Na- 
tional Capital.

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 10.—One of: 


the most unique and picturesgue embassies 
that ever came tothis country, arrived in this 
city last evening. It was the Corean legation. 
There were eleven in all, seven full fledged 
Corean nobles, three Corean servants and one 
American, who acted as Foreign Secretary, 
Dr. E. N. Allen, a native of New York. They 
went to the Ebbitt and on the first page ofa 
brand new register their names were written 


as follows: Pak Chung Yang, Min- 
ister ; Yi an Yong, Secretary of 
Legation; Yi Ha Yong, second og A Yi 
Sang Jay, third Secretary; Yi Chah Yong, 
Interpreter; Kang Chang He, Private Secre- 
tary; tothe Minister; Yi Yiun Jay, Secretary 
to the first Secretary; H. N. Allen, M. D., and 
three servants. 

They registered as from Corea. The lega- 
tion attracted considerable attention as they 
unconcernedly rambled through the halis of 
the hotel.

THE STOCKHOLM BANK ROBBERY. 


A Strange Story Told by a Tailor at Apple- 
ton, Wis. 


APPLETON, Wis., January 10.—About eight 
years ago the man named K, A. Krona, men- 
tioned as the probable robber of the Stockholm 
Bank, came to this town from Milwaukee, 
and introduced himseif toa tailor of this city 
named J. F. Peterson, who came from Stock- 
holm.

JAY GOULD AND RUSSELL SAGE IN DANGER 
OF BEING INDICTED. 


— meena’ 
Inspector Byrnes and Distriet Attorney Fel- 
lews Consult About the Matter—Proba- 
bility That Gould and Sage Will Be Urim- 
inally Prosecuted for Wrovgful Conver- 
sion of Denver Pacific Stock.

New Tonk, January 10.—Inspector Byrnes 
was down town yesterday, and was closeted 
with District-Attorney Fellows for over an 
hour in the latter’s office. After he left it was 
stated on apparently good authority that the 
Inepector’s visit was in response to a sum- 
mons from the District- Attorney in connection 
with the crfinal complaint against Jay Gould 
and Russell Sage which passed into Col. Fel- 
lows’ hands at the close of Judge Martine’s 
administration, Itissomewhat difficult to 
imagine what line of investigation in the case 
would call for the exercise of the Inspector’s 
talent as an imvoestigator. The case 
is considered rather a question of 
a statutory law than of fact and 


this was the cause principally that kept the N 


case in District Attorney Martine’s hands so 
long. The complaint was handed him on Qo- 
tover 19 by Wm. Delaney, a lawyer acting as 
attorney for himself and other persons. Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine had the case examined 
and almost decided on the strength of the ex- 
amination that it would be best that Mr. Gould 
postpone his trip to Europe for a time at least, 
until the matter was settled, but he changed 
his mind, and on October 29 Mr. Gould took 
his departure on the Umbria. He is now 
in Bome and expects soon to join his 
yachtinthe Mediterranean. Mr. Sage ison 
this side of the water, but the greater interest 
centers on Mr. Gould and the possibility of 
his being brought up on acriminal indictment. 
Mr. Martine handed, the papers ih the case 
over to his successor with a recommendation 
that the case be sent befons the Grand-jury on 
acharge of grand larceny, as in his opinion 
the acts of Gould and Sage were charged with 
constituted a crime.

The President of the Gas Trust is alsothe Pres- 
ident of the Bank of Commerce—two facts 
which will associate themselves in the minds 
of those who see the flickering — of 
the banking room on very dark days. Of those 
down-town estabiishments which use gas at 
all, a great many use patent burners or de- 
vices of some kind to improve the burning 
quality of the gas.
